REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of China, I herewith submit 
my twenty-third annual report: 


The present elementary teaching staff has had one change 
since my last report. Mrs. Ethel Brann replaced Mrs. Hildegarde 
Hamlin in the primary room at China Village. The present 
salary paid elementary teachers is $1,200 a year. It is quite 
probable that the present legislature will vote a minimum salary 
law of $1500 a year, so the school committee has included funds 
in its budget to meet the requirement of such a law. 

The number of pupils in the schools is as follows: Branch 
Mills, 25; Plains, 43; South China, 40; Village grammar, 40; 
primary, 41; Weeks Mills, 45; a total of 234. From these figures 
it can be seen that the only school which is not overcrowded is 
Branch Mills. In spite of the increased costs of town functions, 
it should not be overlooked that some relief of these crowded 
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schools must be planned; consequently, I recommend that the 
school building reserve which was set up last year be increased 
this year. 

With an almost entirely new faculty Erskine Academy is con- 
tinuing to do good work in training the young people of this 
and surrounding towns. The contract this year is at a cost to 
the town of $4,500. 

We have had many difficulties in operating the schools for the 
past few years, but through the cooperation of parents, town 
officials, and all school employees we have managed to keep 
standards fairly high.

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TOWN WARRANT 


To W. W. Jones, a Constable in the Town of China, County of 
Kennebec and State of Maine. 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of China, qualified 
by law to vote in the town affairs, to assemble at the Town House 
in said Town on Monday, the third day of March, A. D. 1947, at 
nine o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles, to -wit: 


Art. 1— To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2 — To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Art. 3 — To choose Selectmen for the ensuing year. 

Art. 4— To choose Assessors for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5— To choose Overseers of the Poor for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 5— To choose Overseers of the Poor for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 6 — To choose a Collector of Taxes and one or more 
Constables for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7 — To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 8 — To choose a member of the School Committee for a 
term of three years. 
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Art. 9 — To see if the Town will vote to have one or more 
Road Commissioners and, if so, vote to elect and establish pay 
for the same. 


Art. 10 — To choose one or more Fire Wards for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 11 — To choose an Auditor for the ensuing year. 


Art 12 — To choose all other necessary Town officers for the 
ensuing year. : 


Art. 13 — To see if the Town will vote to choose a Budget 
Committee of three, five or seven members to recommend 
amounts to be raised by the different departments for the fiscal 
year of 1947 and 1948 and, if so voted, to choose the same. 


Art. 14 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the road leading from So-called Bumps 
Corner to Fred C. Thurston’s. Budget Committee recommends, 
Pass over. 


Art. 15 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the road leading from Belfast Road 
Route 3 to the Luther Dodge Place in the So-called Hanson Road. 
Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 16 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the road leading from the Weeks Mills 
Post Office to the Windsor Line. Budget Committee recom- 
mends $500.00. 


Art. 17 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Deer Hill roads. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends, Pass over.

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Art. 18 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repair of Town Highways and 
Bridges. .Budget Committee recommends $4 ,000.00. 


Art. 19 — To see what action the Town will take in regard to 
snow removal and raise and appropriate a sum of money for the 
same. Budget Committee recommends $3,000.00 


Art. 20 — To see what wage the Town will vote to pay for 
work on Highways. Budget Committee recommends State 
rates. 


Art. 21— To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of its poor for the ensuing 
year. Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 22 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of Common Schools 
for the ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends $10,500.00. 


Art. 23 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2,000.00 to be set aside as a Building Fund for 
a New School House or School Houses. Budget Committee 
recommends $2,000.00 


Art. 24 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
Jaise and appropriate for the repair of School Buildings for the 
ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 25 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of textbooks and supplies 
for the ensuing year. Budget Committee recommends. $800.00. 


Art. 26 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase of a Service Honor Roll to 
be placed at the Town House. Budget Committee recommends 
that the Chairman of the Board of Selectmen appoint a Com- 
mittee to report at Town Meeting. 
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Art. 27 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the purchase and application of paint on 
Town House. Budget Committee recommends $125.00. 


Art. 28 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for miscellaneous expense. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends $900.00. 


Art. 29 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $35.00 for Theodore Roosevelt Camp, Sons’of Union 
Veterans, for the purpose of helping defray Memorial Day Ex- 
pense. Budget Committee recommends $35.00. 


Art. 30 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Super- 
intending School Committee to make a contract with some High 
School for the tuition of its scholars qualified by law to attend such 
schools in accordance with Chapter 19, Section 92, of the Re- 
vised Statutes of 1930. Budget Committee recommends, Yes. 


Art. 31 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to pay the tuition of the High School Scholars 
according to law and if so, how much. Budget Committee 
recommends $4,250.00. 


Art. 32 — To see what sum the Town will raise and appro- 
priate for State Aid road construction (in addition to the amounts 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) under 
the provisions of sections 25 and 29, Chap. 20, R. 8. 1944 as 
amended. Budget Committee recommends $533.00. 


Art. 33 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for the maintenance of Third Class 
Highways. Budget Committee recommends $500.00. 


Art. 34 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to be divided equally between China Village 
and South China Fire Department. Budget Committee recom- 
mends $500.00. 
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Art. 35 — To see what action the Town will take towards in- 
stalling a street light on pole #7 at Weeks Mills between Masonic 
Hall and Clayton Reed’s; also a light on pole #278 near the 
residence of E. W. Black on the Main Street in China Village. 
Budget Committee recommends, Pass over. 


Art. 36 — To see what action the Town will take toward 
eliminating the dangers from speeding traffic at South China 
Village, and what sum of money, if any and if necessary, the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate for this purpose. Budget 
Committee recommends Selectmen and Budget Committee have 
appointed a Committee to report at Town Meeting. 


Art. 37 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the maintenance of Street Lights in Town. 
Budget Committee recommends $396.00. 


Art. 38 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to discharge a portion of the indebtedness of Town. Budget 
Committee recommends Town to authorize Selectmen to dis- 
charge such portion of indebtedness as appears in best interest of 
Town, not to exceed the amount of earning of the Town Truck. 


Art. 39 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to pay interest on its indebtedness. Budget 
Committee recommends $300.00. 


Art. 40 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $75.00 for Public Health work in the Town, said sum to be 
expended by the Bureau of Health, State Department of Health 
and Welfare, in cooperation with local authorities. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends $50.00. 


Art. 41 — To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for advertising our Natural Resources, 
advantages and attractions. Budget Committee recommends, 
Pass over. 
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Art. 42 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to charge interest on tax liens. Budget Committee 
recommends, Yes. 


Art. 43 — To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell the old tractor house located at Dirigo Corner. Budget 
Committee recommends, Yes. 


Art. 44 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to settle tax deeds and Mortgage liens. Budget Com- 
mittee recommends, Yes. : 


Art. 45 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to purchase a piece of land adjacent to the Town House 
lot from Iva and Lewis Skinner. Budget Committee recom- 


mends, Yes, $40.00... 


Art. 46 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen on behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any real 
estate acquired by the town for non-payment of taxes thereon, 
on such terms as they deem advisable, and execute such deeds for 
such property. Budget Committee recommends, Yes. 


Art. 47 — To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Se- 
lectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation of 
taxes for the purpose of paying indebtedness of the town, such 
notes to be paid during the current municipal year out of money 
raised during said municipal year of taxes. A sum not to exceed 
$7,000.00. Budget Committee recommends, Yes. 


Art. 48 — To see whether the Town will vote that at the An- 
nual Town Meeting in the year 1948, and annually thereafter, the 
Town will elect a Budget Committee of seven members, to be 
constituted as follows: a Chairman, from the Town at large; a 
Secretary, from the Town at large; and one member from each 
of the following areas: (1) China Village, and the part of the 
Town living west and north of China Lake; (2) that portion of 
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the Town lying north of the Town House and east of China Lake; 
(3) South China Village, and the area lying within a radius of 
one mile of South China corner; (4) Weeks Mills, and the roads 
leading east and south from Weeks Mills, as well as branch roads 
from them, including the road to Dirigo for a distance of one 
mile only; (5) the balance of the Town, not included in the 
above areas; each of these seven members to be balloted upon 
individually by the Town at large; and the functions of this 
Committee to be the same as those of the present Budget Com- 
mittee. Budget Committee recommends, Yes. 


Art. 49 — To transact any other business which may lawfully 
come before the meeting. 


Hereof fail not and have you this warrant with your doings 
thereon. 


The Selectmen hereby give notice that they will be in session 
at the Town House at 8’clock on the day of said meeting for the 
purpose of correcting the list of voters.
